SECTION  C,  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  oF  THE  AREA, 

1,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Sewage  Disposal  plant  at  New  Hunstanton  has 
operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Further  trouble  has  been  experienced  during  the  year 
in  dealing  with  the  sewage  from  the  8 outh  Beach  area"  duo 
to  the  condition  of  plant  at  the  Gas  Porks,  serving  the 
ejectors,  which  is  very  old  and  which  has  been  under  constant 
rc pair. 

Twin  electrically  driven  air  compressing  sets  for  the 
ejectors  and  a further  set  for  sludge  ejection  at  the 
works  have  boon  ordered  but  as  delivery  is  approximately 
18  months  these  will  not  bo  in  operation  before  1952, 

A"  Public  Inquiry  has  been  hold  into  the  scheme  for 
the  r© -sowed,  ng  of  Hunstanton  North*  Pending  the  outcome 
of  the  Inquiry  and  further  progress  on  the  scheme  the 
existing  plant  is  being  operated  as  satisfactorily  as

2,  House  Refuse 

l^h'o  co J.Uction.  of  house  refuse  is  on  a weekly  basis. 

During  the  summer  months  twice  or  thrice  weekly 
collections  have  been  made  at  all  business  promises  and 
catering  establishments, 

A nev;  Harrier  Bantam  rofue.S  collection  vehicle  has  been 
purchased  to  replace  an  existing  Harrier  vehicle. 

Disposal  of  refuse  has  boon  carried  out  by  Controlled 
Tipping,  An  area  of  low  lying  land  adjacent  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Harks,  which  is  being  formed  into  a Car  Park, 
is  used  for  the  period  uctober  - April  and  Heach.aitf  Q.-uarfy 
is  utilised  for  the  period  May-September , 


Water  Supply 

The  total  gallonage  of  water  pumped  during  the  year 
1950  was  84,947,uOG  as  compared  with  94,857,uuu  in  1949, 

The  gallonage  pumped  per  month  ranged  from  a peak  of 
lu,432,uuu  in  August  to  a minimum  of  5, 520, ueu  in  March, 

During  the  year  15  samples  of  water  wore  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Samples  taken  at  the  works 
after  periods  of  heavy  rain,  and  before  chlorination, 
showed  indications  of  pollution  by  surface  water.  Samples 
taken  after  cho lor i nation  at  both  the  water  tower  and  from 
domestic  taps  in  various  parts  of  the  town  wore  in  all  cases 
reported  on  as  " highly  satisfactory". 


A31  houses  in  the  district  have  direct  mains  supply  of 
wa  t-dr’"'  with  the  exception  of  29  houses  in  Hunstanton  North 
which  have  mains  supply  from  communal  taps,

The  Council  have  three  housing  estates:- 

(a)  lark  Road  Estate  comprising  5 bungalows  for 
Aged  Persons, 


(b)  Hill  Street  Estate,  The  estate  is  designed  for  a 
total  of  5^  houses,  Two  of  the  fourteen  3 bedroom 
houses,  comprising  the  Stagel  Contract,  were 
occupied  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  the 
remaining  12  were  occupied  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  ten  3 bedroom  houses  under 
'Stage  II  Contract  wore  under  construction, 

( c ) Sea  La  no  Estate , The  estate  comprises  8 Duplex 
flats  and  12  sera -detached  3 bedroom  houses. 

The  estate  was  completed  and  ■'•all  houses  occupied, 
during  the  year. 


The  number  of  private  houses  completed  and  occupied 
during  the  year  was  5 and  three  existing  properties  wo re 
converted  into  7 units  of  accommodation.
